DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 34-38, 41 -43, 95, 97, 98, 1 1 0-1 1 4, 1 23-1 32 and 1 36 are all the pending 
claims for this application. 

2. Claims 44, 96, 98, 1 33-1 35 and 1 37-1 46 were cancelled in the Response 
of 12/9/10. 

3. Claims 34-38, 41 -43, 95, 97, 98, 1 1 0-1 1 4, 1 23-1 32 and 1 36 are the pending 
claims under examination. 

Withdrawal of Rejections 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 

4. The rejection of Claims 34, 37, 38, 42, 43, 95, 97, 1 23-1 32 and 1 36 under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Furuya et al (Cancer Research, December 
1 989, Vol. 49, pp. 6670-6674) in view of Hoffman (The Biochemistry of Clinical 
Medicine', 1970, pages 48 and 55) is withdrawn. 

The rejection is withdrawn for the reasons discussed in the interview of 1 1/30/10 
with Applicants' representative. In addition, the examiner acknowledges the invention is 
not obvious over Furuya et al as evidenced by the failure of others to identify secretory 
immunoglobulins as the inhibitors of cell growth of steroid hormone- responsive cells as 
evidenced by the publication of Soto et al (Journal of Steroid Hormone Biochemistry, 
1992, Vol. 43, pp. 703-712), published after Furuya et al. 
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Double Patenting 

5. The provisional rejection of Claims 34-38, 42, 43, 95, 110, 111, 113, 114, 1 23- 
132 and 136 on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double patenting as being 
unpatentable over claims 98-109 of copending Application No. 09/852,547 (US 
20020006630) is withdrawn. 

The terminal disclaimer filed on 12/9/10 disclaiming the terminal portion of any 
patent granted on this application which would extend beyond the expiration date of 
USAN 09/852,547 has been reviewed and is accepted. The terminal disclaimer has 
been recorded.
